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the origin and progress and the material side of English newspapers and 
literary reviews. In the main, it is information readily acquired and 
unfortanately, not always accurate; occasional observations on the 
spirit and influence are just enough, but not remarkable for depth or 
acuteness. The latter part of the voluine is given to the American 
press, and in spite of many serious errors of fact is, without being over- 
flattering to the standing toast of all public dinners at which * our re- 
porter ” is present, written in no spirit of detraction, and, as connecting 
causes with effects, better deserves the name of history than the first 
part. The ablest chapters are those in which the author speaks of the 
colonial press, to whose powerful influence, and the manner of its exer- 
cise, in encouraging the spirit of independence, he gives large and due 
credit—and of the “decline,” both in talent and decency, ‘‘ of the Amer- 
ican press after the war.” I spoke of his grave errors of fact ; some of 
them are as comical as they are serivus. Thus he tells the French that 
the circulation of both the Zribune and Herald amounts to 25,000; and 
that the first five colonial newspapers published in Connecticut are still 
ublished in that State. Again he asserts (let us hope, for the sake of 
tis taste, on hearsay evidence only) that the “ Engravings in Graham’s 
Magazine equal in beauty and finish the finest productions of European 
engravers!” His praise of the religious reviews in general, and of the 
Biblical Repository in particular, though not indiscriminate, is as warm 
as their editors and contributors could themselves desire. He terminates 
his closing chapter as follows: 

“We have endeavored to point out impartially what is good and bad 
in the periodical press of the United States ;.and although we have dis- 
guised neither the errors of American journalists nor the progress they 
still need to make, we leave our readers with an opinion of them rather 
favorable than otherwise. 

“ The American press is little more at present than a powerful lever, 
but it already contains the germs of a grand intellectual growth. In 
proportion as an unexampled prosperity shall increase and strengthen 
the classes in the United States who can raise their ideas above the 
worship of material interests, new wants will arise that can find their 
satisfaction only in the pleasures of the mind, Then literature will hold 
the place in America which it rightfully claims among all civilized 
people, and the press will then receive its good part in the results of 
that triumph of mind over matter which it will have prepared and ren- 
dered possible.” 

Still again it is a writer in the Revue des deux Mondes, who has col- 
lected from its pages a series of contributions, which are presented to us 
to-day in one volume, uncer the original title, Les Anglais et ['Inde. 
And very welcome service has he done us just at this time when all 
minds are occupied with india and the English. But apt as the book is 
to the occasion, it should be observed, as will be obvious to all wh« read 
it, that the book was not got up for the occasion. The author, M. de 
Valbezen, was formerly French Consul-General at Calcutta. French 
Consuls, it may be well enough to remark, are, as a general rule, ap- 
pointed to their posts because they are capable of fulfilling their duties ; 
they are educated men, and among their duties is that of collecting in- 
formation respecting the countries where they reside. M. de Valbezen 
was appointed under the general rule, and extended his studies into the 
state of India beyond the mere requisitions of his office, applying in their 
pursuit the great advantages over an ordinary travelling observer of long 
residence and official position. He gives a survey, singularly complete, 
if we regard the size of the volume, of the whole state of India, dividing 
it into chapters, of which the respective headings honestly indicate the 
contents; thus, we are informed of the organization and practice of the 
civil administration in the first chapter; this is the whole English civil 
government of India. Then, with equal completeness of knowledge, 
come his accounts, respectively, of the Anglo-Indian army; of the 
schools of crimes and punishments, which throw much light on the anti- 
English, unassimilating nature of the Hindoos, and so upon the deeper 
causes of the present rebellion; of the Exports and Imports; of the 
Finances and Government works. The last chapter contains the result 
of the author’s observations during two months’ travel throngh a part of 
the country. M. de Valbezen deals mainly in facts, indulging in reflec- 
tions rarely and briefly. But his facts are in themselves so important, 
so clearly stated, and so well arranged in their natural connection, as to 
enable the reader to draw his own inferences with some confidence. 
The news now coming from India lends to the plain, calm style of the 
writer more than enough of the interest and mental excitement that we 
might otherwise ask from rhetorical stimulants. 

Beranger’s life and death is the text of much writing. Awaiting the 
eer of his own Memoirs, the best we have as yet is a volume by 
avinien Lapointe, an old and intimate friend of the deceased, and him- 
self a poet of some reputation. The book is made up ot Lapointe’s per- 
sonal recollections of Beranger, of anecdotes about him much to his 
credit, of opinions of and by him on matters poetical and political, stories 
of charitable deeds done by him, and of letters from him. The least 

entertaining parts of the book are those filled by M. Lapointe’s own 
views of things. On the whole, it is scrappy, but, to those interested 
abont the Vieux Chansonnicr, worth looking through. Lamartine is to

ture, which serial, by the way, is of late full of literary merit, with one 
of his attractive biographico-literary and critical essays on Beranger, 

At one of the theatres they are preparing a piece in which the songs 
of Beranger are to be personified by actors, ultering their several parts 
in couplets from his writings. The principal character is represented by 
Mile. Dejazet, a charming old lady who, at the age of sixty and more 
years off the stage, now nightly acts, at the Varieties, twenty-one, with 
an astonishing hypocrisy of youth and high animal spirits. 

The ninth volume of Louis Blanc’s History of the French Revolution 
is out: it covers the most stirring time of the Revolutiou, beginning with 
an essay on the Constitution of 93, and closing iu the full reign of 
terror. 

Thiers’ sixteenth volume comes down with Napoleon’s declining for- 
tune to the battle of Hanau. The next volume, which is said to be 
nearly ready for the press, was to have closed this great work ; but it is 
now stated that the historian finds it necessary, for the completion of the

Francais et Etrangers. The titles of the author of the next work on the 
list should also be given with that of his large octavo: Histoire des na- 
tions civilisées du Mexique et de V Amerique Centrale, durant les siécles 
anterieurs @ Christoph Col mb, écrite sur des documents originauz et en- 
tiérement inédites, puisés aux anciennes archives des indigénes, by the 
Abbé Brassseur de Bourbourg, formerly chaplain of French Legation at 
Brazil, and ecclesiastica! administrator of the Indians of Rabinal in 
Guatemala, This tome, comprising the heroic period and the history of 
the empire of the Toltees, is to be followed by three others. 

Expédition Scientifique en Mésopotamie.—We have as yet only the 
first two numbers in folio of this magnitie-nt work, which is published 
under the encouragement of the Minister of State. It will be composed 
of two volumes of letter-press, now printing, of an atlas containing ten 
maps and plans, and twelve etched plates of views taken from nature, 
The expedition was sent out by Government in 1851 and returned in 
1854. The two volumes of letter-press comprise, beside an account of 
the journey, several distinct essays on the chronology of the history of 
the Assyrians and Babylonians, on the cruciform inscriptions and the 
deciphering of them. Another grand publication, under official patron- 
age, is Salzmann’s Jerusalem. The large edition in grand folio costs 
here 1,392 frances, and is composed of 174 photographie views, 8 inches 
by 10, of the edifices and sites of the Holy City. A smaller edition, 
containing a selection of forty views, reduced to half-size, is sold for 120 


francs.

RETROSPECTIONS, LITERARY AND ANTIQUARIAN. 


From the “Iistorical’ Magazine.” 


Earry Perropicars.—Maryland.—The earliest periodical we have 
met with, published in Maryland, is entitled Zhe Key. it was issued at 
“ Frederick Town,” in the year 1798. It is an octavo, and was “ Printed 
weekly, by John D. Cary, at the Office of the Federal Gazette in Market 
Street.” The first number was issued on Saturday, January 13, of that 
year. 
Before proceeding to describe Zhe Hey, a few historical remarks 
upon the rise and progress of printing in Maryland may be desired. We 
are told by Isaiah Thomas, in his History’of Printing in America (1.126), 
that “a printing house was not established in Maryland for more than 
ninety years after the Province was granted by King Charles I. to George 
Calvert, Baron of Baltimore in Ireland.” That is, more than ninety 
years after the date of Charter, which was in 1632. The first printing 
was at Annapolis, and the first book printed was “A Complete collec- 
tion of the Laws of Maryland,” in 1727. Up to 1773 there had been 
but two newspapers published in Maryland. In this last named year @ 
third appeared at Baltimore. The others were published at Annapolis. 
We now return to the Hey. 

Mr. Jolin D. Cary was the editor and publisher of the Jey ; and as 
his introduction to his subscribers is short, it is extracted entire.—* The 
subscribers tor the Aey are now presented with the first number, not- 
withstanding many circumstances hostile to the undertaking; and, I 
trust, their candor and enlightened liberality of sentiment will prevent 
them from criticising it too harshly, especially when they consider there 
is an old proverb which says, “ Give not your opinion of a house at its 
threshold, for fear you may have occasion to retract wlien you come to 
visit its apartments.” 
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The numbers of the Aey each consist of eight pages only; and 
though no larger, it was too much for the time and place of its issue. It 
lived but half a year, dying July 14th, 1798, in its 27th number. But 
Mr. Cary finished his volume handsomely, giving the subscribers a good 
index in the last number. This little magazine (for it is a small octavo,) 
contains many articles which are now very interesting, In regard to 
some of them it is difficult to discover whether they are originals or ex- 
tracted from other works. As is to be expected in all the early maga- 
zines, there are in this some very silly stories, and others so extravagant 
that one might be led to think the editor was trying to out-do Gulliver 
or even Munchausen. In his first number is an extract from “ the Jive, 
a paper published in Lancaster, Pa., by Mr. William Hamilton.” This 
extract is in the Munchausen stamp, and for its introductiun the editor 
thus apologizes :— 

“°Tis fashionable among men. 
To relish nonsense now and then.” 


In the second number is given “An Accurate Statement of the 
Troops (Continental and Militia) furnished by the respective States dur- 
ing the late war, from 1775, to 1783, inclusive.” From the same num- 
ber we learn that in Baltimore, superfine flour was sold at seven dollars 
and twenty-five cents. “ No account of prices from Georgetown, ex- 
cept that of whiskey, which was jive shillings per gallon, last Saturday.” 
In this number was commenced a series of articles on the Geography 
and History of Frederick County (Maryland). In the second article it 
js stated that Frederick Town was laid out in September, 1745, by Mr. 
Patrick Dulaney, “ and its streets and alleys intended to run due East 
and West and North and South, but a wooden compass being made use 
of tor the purpose, and surveying not practised with great accuracy at 
that time, the object was not exactly accomplished, yet nearly so, consid- 
ering the clumsiness of the instrument, &e. The first house was_ built 
by Mr. Thomas Schley, in 1746. This gentleman died in the year 1790, 
aved 78.” On page 79 is a “Curious Advertisement from a late Virginia 
paper.” “To be shot for, on Saturday, the 10th instant, at Mr. Wm, 
Ward’s, an elegant Stud Horse, valued at 130 dollars; 26 numbers at 5 
dollars each. Shooting to commence at one o’clock precisely. A din- 
ner to be given by the setter-up. The winner to spend — dollars. 
N. B.—After the shooting matelh will be a Pie Racer, with his tail 
shaved and greased, to be huuted by six Negro Boys, who are to catch 
him fairly by the tail. Whichever of these brave hunters brings him to 
the stake from whence he started, shall receive him asa prize! <A real 
Wetwood grunter, a pig of knowledge, aud no sham.”

THE CRAGS. 
From “ Quits.” 


The Crags was an isolated place, and might, from its elevated situa- 
tion on the side of a mountain, have been supposed an autumn alp, had 
not the surrounding corn-fields and well-filled orchard proved that the 
ground was good and the climate temperate. In fact, it was a well- 
sheltered nook ; and though the upper fields and some extent of pasture- 
land were bounded by the wild bare weather-beaten crags from which 
it derived its name, a wood of fir and pine trees flourished above them, 
reaching the summit of the mountain in spite of the frequent interrup- 
tions caused by colossal masses of protruding rocks, in the fissures of 
which not only plants but trees contrived to tind sustenance, and grow 
in the most fantastic and unacgountable manner.

They found the whole family working together—father, mother, 
sons, and servants all equally busy, Seppel alone perhaps not completel 
engrossed by his occupation. That his eyes wandered round the field, 
and that he was the first to perceive Rosel's approach, was remarked by 
his mother with a laugh as she followed him, when shouldering his 
pitchfork, he advanced to meet the visitors.

A work of great importance is announced as shortly to appear from the 
celebrated house of Julius Perthes. It is an historical and genealogical atlas 
of all the known countries of the world, from the birth of Christ down to 
our own times. Dr. Carl Hopf, “ Privatdocent ”” in the University of Bonn, 
is the author, a name which is a guarantee for diligent research and up. 
wearied study. The book will be completed in nine parts. 


The Emperor Alexander, at his recent visit at Warsaw, has done an act 

of justice to the memory of one of Poland’s greatest poets, which may truly 
be called an event for that country All the works of Adam Mickiewicz, ag 
is well known, were hitherto most strictly prohibited throughout Poland and 
Russia, so much so that even those volumes which had been printed before 
the Polish-Russian war with the sanction of the authorities, were not allowed 
to be reprint -d, so that they had become, as it were, bibliographic curiosities, 
Regarding the latter works of Mickiewicz, the very possession of them was 
punished as a crime, and many persons had to languish for years in the dun- 
geons of the Warsaw Citadel, many had to wander to Siberia, for no other 
reason than for having read the ‘‘ Thadaeus” or the ‘* Dzyady ” (Walpurgis) 
of the exiled poet. ‘The Emperor Alexander who, when a ehild, received in- 
struction in the Polish language from Mickiewicz, living at that time at St, 
Petersburg, has now, in a rescript addressed to the Director of Publie In- 
struction in Poland, M. de Machanow, ordered the works of the poet to be 
free for print, and the copyright is to be the sole property of the poet’s chil- 
dren, up to their being of age. The German papers report that it is difficult 
to give an adequate idea of the happy excitement wh‘ch this news has 
created at Warsaw. The publisher, Herr Mirzbach, has entered at once 
into negotiation with the trustees of Mickiewicez’s children, offering a sum of 
6,000 siiver roubles for a first edition. and he is certain to reap a la: ge profit 
notwithstanding that high figure. The Emperor Alexander, in his letter to 
M. de Muchanow, represents this proof of liberality (always speaking com- 
yaratively) as an act of personal piety to the memory of his late teacher; 
Pat the wisest policy could not have advised him better, in order partly to 
reconcile the hearts of much-tried and much-injured Poland We only re 
gret to see, by a statement in the French papers, that the Russian Govern- 
ment has refused permission to the daughters of the late poet to return to 
Poland. The moderation and conciliating views of the now dead minstrel 
should have earned less cruel treatment for his children.—< theneun. 

A curious document has just been discovered in the library of Weimar, 
namely, a diploma of citizenship souferred by the Freneh republic on the 
poet Schiller. The decree is dated in the year 1, (10th Oct., 1792,) and is 
signed by Roland and Danton. 

The ninth volume of Louis Blane’s History of the French Revolution is 
out: it covers the most stirring time of the Revolution, beginning with an 
essay on the Constitution of ’93, and closing in the full reiga of terror. 

From the Literary Gazette. 

M. Largeteau, a member of the Bureau des Longitudes, and of the Acade- 
my of Sciences in Paris, has just died in that city. 

To the somewhat numergus deaths of eminent literary and scientific men 
in France which we have 4 4 had to record, we have now to add those of 
M. Gustave Planche and M. Quatremére, which have taken place at Paris in 
the course of the last few days. M. Gustave Planche was the most distin- 
guished critic of the day, being remarkable alike for soundness of judgment, 
excellence of style, and fearless independence of character. The son ofa 
druggist, he was destined for the paternal calling, but he refused to follow it, 
and at theearly age of twenty-two adopted literature as a profession He 
made his début in the Artiste, was subsequently connected with the Journal 
des Débats, and then became oue of the principal contributors to the Révue 
des Deux Mondes. For the Révue he wrote, with some interruptions, from 
1831 to his death, and all his lucubrations were criticisms on the literary, 
dramatic, musical, and artistic events of the day. His papers were always 
eagerly read, and sometimes created immense sensation in the literary world. 
The honest bluntness with which he expressed his opinions, and the excellent 
reasous which he gave for them, created him not a little 1l-will from those 
whom he did not admire,—and he was not naturally of an admiring charac- 
ter : but his victims themselves could not refrain from respecting even whilst 
they abused him. Except Béranger, there was no writer of his time more 
remarkable for sturdy independence. Neither from fear of foe, nor to oblige 
friend, would he cousent to modify the expression of his opinions in the 
sligh‘est degree ; and, like the poet, too, heghad a lofty scorn of money. In 
addition to his published criticisms, he frequently acted as the *‘ guide, philos- 
opher, and friend” of popular authors, and no less a personage than Madame 
Sand has publicly avowed that his counsels have been of the highest utility 
to her. He was very eccentric in his dress and manner of living, and used to 
write all his papers for the Révue des Deux Mondes in coffee houses. He has 
been cut oif in the very prime of life, his age being only forty-eight The - 
cause of his death was gangrene of a slight wound in the foot, caused by a 
splinter.—M. de Quatremére, who has also been carried off, had atiained the 
ripe age of eighty-six, but his death was sadly sudden, he having retired to 
bed a‘ night in perfect health, and been found a corpse in the morning. He 
was one of the most distinguished Oriental scholars of Europe, aud was ia 
one part of his career Professor of Hebrew, Syriac, and Chaldean in the Col- 
lége de France, at Paris,—in the latter, of vulgar Persian in the special 
School of Living Oriental Languages. He devoted much of his time to re- 
searches into the history, geography, and literature of Egypt and of adjacent 
countries, and published some works thereon which are still highly esteemed. 
His best known work is a “‘ Mémoire sur les Nabateens,” « tribe of Arabia 


es of Iowa, making in all nearly 3v0,- | Petrea. He was deeply versed in Persian and Armenian literature. He has 


left numerous unpublished papers on Eastern subjects. 
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We are sorry to have to announce the death of M. Boissonade, of Paris, 
one of the most eminent Greek scholars of the day, and a Member of the 
French Institute, Academy ef Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres. He was up- 
wards of eighty years of age. 


It is announced in the Continental papers that another new planet has 
been discovered by Dr. Luther, of the Observatory of Dusseldorf. The date 
of the discovery is the 15th of this mouth, but the position of the planet is 
not given. 


The Scientific Congress of France has lately been sitting at Grenoble; 
put the reports of its proceeding-, so far as they have been published, do not 


present anything of much interest. 


Professor Naumann, the Nestor of German ornithologists, died on the 
15th of August, at an advanced age, from general weakness of system, at 
Cothin. 

A Serbian “ literat,” who has already translated into his native language 
many works of Josika, is at present employed in preparing for the press a 
Serbian edition of the celebrated Hungarian drama of the poet Obernyck, 
which has Brankowirss for its hero. The Serbian Literary Society undertakes 
the printing of the work. 


From St. Petersburg we learn that the palace of Palata, the ancient resi- 
dence of the Boyards of Romanow, the ancestors of the present reigning fam- 
ily, is to be completely restored. 


The German papers announce the Death of Dr. Schreiber, at Weimar. 
He was well known as a religious poet, and as a collector of old church bal- 
Jads and poetry, and was born in 1781. 


From Worms we hear that a further sum of 2188 gulden has been con- 
tributed, inclusive of the gifts of the Queen of England and Prince Albert, to 
the Luther monument. 


The Berlin papers announce the acquisition, through the munificence of 
the king, to the public library, of a copy of the Mayence Psalterium, in large 
folio. ‘There are only three copies known, and all on parchment—that of 
Windsor, of Dresden, and the one now at Berlin. Of the second edition 
there are four copies—that of the Grenville collection in the British 
Museum, that of the Earl Spencer, that in the Imperial library at Paris, and 
in the Imperial library at Vieuna. The Berlin copy is considered more 
valuable than the other two from the two miniatures which ornament its 
pages, one of King David and one of St. Christopher.

We extract a portion of the Preface for the 
purpose of explanation : “ The distinguishing features of Physio-Medical Sur- 
gery may be said to lie in these three points: Ist. That irritation, inflam- 
mation and fever, are purely vital demonstrations, opposing the encroach- 
ments of disease and never directly favoring the advance ofdeath. 2d. That 
congestion, suppuration, ulceration and gangrene, are processes of destruction, 
existing only when the life principle has lost its control over the tissues and 
the resolving power of chemical laws has usurped its place. 3d. That no agent 
can be directly serviceable in the treatment of disease, unless it is essentially 
innocent in its qualities. These propositions lie at the very foundation of all 
surgical practice. It does not answer the purposes of truth to sneer at them 
as novelties, jilt them as speculations nor thrust them aside as verbal exac- 
tions. They are either wholly correct or totally false; and he who would 
pass them by without either establishing or refuting them, is rashly anxious 
torush upon unknown ground. The Physio-Medicalist has the enviable 
satisfaction of knowing that his, distinctive principles are in harmony with 
every fact in nature, that they are applicable to the minutest requirements 
of a bed-side practice, that they have stood the closest serutiny for a period 
of seventy years and that they have saved thousands of limbs and thousands 
of lives that had otherwise been beyond the reach of human art. These con- 
siderations form a sufficient apology for the appearance of the present vol- 
ume. There was something new to offer—something entirely different from 
the established opinions and practices of surgeons and of sufficient importance 
to deserve a careful consideration. The labor of presenting these views was 
undertaken for the purpose of furnishing a guide to the student and prac- 
titioner, at the same time that tlfe practical value of the tenets is respectfully 
offered for the consideration of the more erudite in the profession.

tions are never helped to a solution by dogmatic pedantry, it has been 
deemed better and more just to confess a want of light where it was felt, than 
to attempt to establish a theory that had only plausibility to reeommend it.”

The need of a new text-book on Meggal Philosophy has long been felt and acknow- 
ledged by eminent teachers in this department. While many of the books in use are ad- 
mitted to possess great merits in some respects, none has been found altc gether satisfactory 
asa Text-Book. The author of this work, having learned by his own experience as a 
teacher of the ecience in one of our most flourishing colleges what was most to be desired, 
has here undertaken to supply the want. How tar he has succeeded, those occupying 
similar educational positions are best fitted to judge. In now eubmitting the work to their 
candid judgment, and to that of the public at large, particular attention is invited to the 
following characteristics, by which it is believed to be pre-eminently distinguished. 

1. The COMPLETENESS with which it presents the whole subject. Some text-books 
treat of only one class of faculties, the Intellect, for example, omitting the Sensibilities and 
the Will. This work includes the whole. The author knows of no reason why Mental 
Philosophy should not treat of the WHOLE mind in all its faculties. 

2. It is strictly and thoroughly SCIENTIFIC. The author has aimed to make a science 
of the mind, not merely a series of essays on certain tacultics, like those of Stewart and 
Reid. 

3. It presents a careful ANALYSIS of the mind as a whole, with a view to ascertain its 
several faculties. This point, which has been greetly overlooked by writers on mental 
science, Prof Haven has made a speciality. It has cost him immense study to satisly him- 
self in obtaining atrue result. 

4. The HISTORY AND LITERATURE of each topic are made the subject of special 
attention. While some treatizes are wholly deticient in this respect, others, as that of 
Stewart, so intermingle literary and critical disquisition, as seriously to interfere with the 
scientific statement of the topic in hand. Prot. Haven, on the contrary, has traced the his- 
tory of each important branch of the science, and thrown the result into a separate section 
at the close. This feature is regarded as wholly orizinal. 

5. It presents the LATEST RESULTS of the science, especially the discoveries of Sir 
William Hamilton in relation to the doctrines of Perception and of Logic. On both of 
these subjects the work is Hamiltonian. ‘The value of this feature will best be estimated 
by those who know how difficult of access the Hamiltonian philosophy has hitherto been. 
No American writer before Prof, Haven has presented any adequate or just account of Sir 
William's theory of perception and of reasoning. 

6. The author has aimed to present the subject in an ATTRACTIVE STYLE, consistently 
with a thorough scientitic treatment. He has proceeded on the ground that a due combina- 
tion of the PoETic element with the scientific would effect a great improvement in philo- 
sophic composition. Perspicuity and precision, at least, will be found to be marked features- 
of his style. 

7. The author has studied CONDENSATION. Some of the worksin use are exceed- 
ingly dittuse, Prof. Haven has compressed into one volume what by other writers has 
been spread over three or four, Both the pecuniary and the intellectual advantages of this 
condensation are obvious.

Fanny’s leaves are always fresh, lively and piquant, and they have the aroma of nature 
about them. There are a good many protessed critics who say that Fanny is rude, ——_ 
and flippant. But this class of critics think that anything is coarse and vulgar, and flip- 
pant, that is not common-place and dull, and stupid Shakespeare, and Byron, and Sterne, 
and Addison, and Fielding, are dreadfully coarse, and they are dreadfully popular.
